99 of Act IIL (B.C.) of 1876, the Hon’ble the Lieutenant-Govornor proposes to cancel 
Nos. 43, 46, 47 and 48 of the rules for the Sone Canals, passed on the Slet August 18H0, 
and republished under this Department Notification No. 148, dated the 20th June 1881, 
in pages 637-646, Part I of the Culeutta Gazette of 22nd June 1881. His Honour also 
proposes, under section 99 of Act ITI (B.C.) of 1876, to pass the following rules in substitu- 
tion of rules 46, 47 and 48 referred to above :— .

Any such appeal shall be made within one month 
from the date on which the order was issued by the Divisional Canal Officer. 

When an “objection ” is.presented in the first instance to 6 Sub-divisional Canal Officer, 
a copy of the order passed shall, on application, be given to the vetitioner, and every “ objec- 
tion” presented to the Divisional Canal Officer shall be accompanied by such copy or by a 
statement that no previous “ objection” has been presented to the Sub-divisional Canal 
Officer, or if such “objection ” was presented, and the Sub-divisional Officer has omitted to 
pase any order, by a note of the date on which it was presented. 

48. Objections, if orders have not been passed within 40 days from tho date 
of their being filed in the office of the Divisional Canal Officer, may be presented direct to 
the Collector, if accompanied by 9 statement certifying the date on which they were so filed 
and that no order has been passed. The Collector shall then make such reference to the 
Divisional Oana! Officer as may be necessary, and shall have diseretion to suspend collections 
‘bv a written order in cases where it may scem advisable to do so.

Licenses will be requirod— 

(c)—For the construction of temporary dams in the canal beds. 

(¢)—For the irrigation of lands by flow or lift. 

(c)—For the constraction of village channels and distributaries leading from the 
canals for the irrigation of lands. 

(a)—For water used for the purpose of any manufacture by any person other than 
‘a canal manager. 

(e)—For tho erection of fishing weirs or tho use of fishing nets—(1) in tho head 
cut; (2) in the new cuts from the Roopun Chap Sota to the abs, Gundaki, 
Dhanai, and Gangri river beds; (3) in any other new cuts which may be 
made hercafter. 

3. Government reserves at present its right to levy tolls for irrigstion, and to charge 
for filling tanks, watering cattle, or for water for other domestic purposes 

4, ‘The revenue administration of the Sarun irrigation scheme is vested in the Collector, 
who is ex-officio head of the Canal Kovenue Department. ‘Tho Executive Eugineer of the 
Gunduck Division as canal officer is charged with the maintenance and management of the 
canals, but all orders passed by him under the Act or these rules are appealable to tho 
Collector. under whose general directions he will act.

Ifthe applicant’s interest or property be not situated within any sub-district as 
specified in paragraph 6, thon the Colleotor shall apply the guarantee towards extending 
the benefits of the canal system. 

21, Tho irrigation year will commence on the Ist April ; and as soon as possible after 
the irrigation of sny land has been completed or the mapufacture of indigo [by a person 
other than the Canal Manager] has been concluded, the Canal Managor shall prosent the 
persons who used the water with bills for water-rates (in a form approved by Goverument) 
based upon the actual arca irrigated or the outcurn of indigo manufactured. If those bills 
are not paid [a] in the case of indigo manufacture withia one mouth after presentation, 
[6] in the case of rubbi crops by the Ist March, [c] in tho case of other crops within 
ove month after the crop irrigated has been cut, the Canal Managor shall, without delay, 
submit a list of such unpaid bills to the Collector, who will put in forea tho powers vested 
in him for tho recovery of the amount due in accordance with sections 83, 8t, aud 85 of 
the Indian Irrigation Act. Such list must be supported by the counterfoils of the bills 
(Appendix 1) prepared by the Manager, as well as by his persoual certificate, that ho has 
satisfied himself of the justness of the claims; and in the case of «unauthorized irrigation, 
by the “ Unauthorized Irrigation Certificates” (Appendix C) raquired by Rule 18. 

22, The sums thas recovered by the Collector will be placed in his (tte Colloctor’s) 
accounts to the credit of the Canal Manager asa set off against the amount due from 
him under his guarantee for the year during which such recoveries aro made. The Canal 
Manager will be entitled to a commission of 20 per cont. on all recoveries (over and above 
the amount of his guaranteo), mado cithor by himself or by the Collector on lists submitted 
on or before the 8lst March. Sums due on this account will uot_be shown by the Manager 
in his accounts, but will be paid to him by cheque after tho adjustment by the Collector 
of the year’s accounts, No percentage allowance will be granted to be Manager in respoct 
of recoveries made by the Collector on lists submitted later than the 31st Murch, although 
the amount of such recoverics will, as stated above, be credited to him as an assot against 
the amount of his guarantee. 

23, For water used by a Manager for tho irrigation of his own lands, bo will be charged 
at the ordinary rate of Ro. | per acre (or 12 annas per bigha), aud for sums due on this 
account he will not be entitled to any commission allowance. 

24, It will bo the duty of Canal Mansgers— 


Jet.—To seo that all permits for the use of wator be issued in tho prescribed form, 
and a copy ba kept in connterfoil in buoks supplied for the purpose. 

2nd.— That copies of bills presented for paymont be kept in the countorfoils supplied, 
for record. 

8rd—That a cagh-book of all receipts of water-rates be kept in forms supplied for the 

urpose. 

4th. —"Theh for all cash regoivea receipts ‘be grantad in the form supplied by the canal 
officer, which will be kept in counterfoil. 

5th.—That all cash received be paid monthly into the sub-divisional or district treasury, 
and'that the treasury receipts be filed with the cash-book as vouchers. 

6th.—To submit such returns as may be required from time to time by the Collector. 

th.—To afford every facility to the canal officor aud Collector in their poriodical 
inspection of the Canal Managers’ office and accounts.
